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SLIDE (MRBM Site Sagua La Grande) 


Let me show you what an MRBM site looks like. 

Terrain features here have dictated considerable clearing and grading. 
The pattern of the sites is clear. There are missile erectors on two of 
the launch pads, tents, ready buildings, and vehicies, including ‘uel 
trucks. The sizes of the missiles identified at these two sites in other 
ohotograpny, the associated equipment, and the buildings are aimost 


identical to those found at other sites in Cuba. 
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This slide will give you an indication οὗ the certainty with whica we 


have identified these ballistic missiles. TYnhis is a greatly-enlarsed portion 
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cf one of the field launch sites for 1,000 mile missiles in Cuba--tnrousn 


photo-interpretation under the microscope we can identify erecting and 


handling equipment and missiles on trailers, These are identical with the 


Soviet 1,000 mile missiles which have been displayed in Moscow sarades 


for several years, as shown in the adjoining picture. 
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Here is a photograph of one or the IRBM sites under construction. 


Earth scrapings for four launch pads are clearly visible and the initial work 


on aiourth padis underway. There are two control-bunkers, one between 


each of the pairs of launch positions. The site is being fenced. 


SLIDE (IRBM Site with Nuclear Storaze) 


MRS M's and IRBM's are capable of delivering nuclear warseads wita 


yields in the low megaton range and, of course, make no military sense 


without them. We have no direct evidence tiat nuclear warheads are in 


Cuba, but we would not expect to zet such evidence--warheacs are smait 


items, easily concealed, and probably very closely guarded, However, we 


are minty sure that nuclear warhead storage facilities are under construct.oa, 


This slide shows such a storage facility, adjacent to one of whe ‘ixec 
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In addition tc ballistic missiles, there is also firm evidence of the 


recent arrival of otner Soviet offensive weasons in Cuba. 


This slide shows a Soviet ship bound icr Cuba ia early October, wi 


10 crates on deck, These crates are especially designed to transo0r:' 


fuselages of IL-28 jet bombers. Subsequent photography of an airfield 
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in Western Cuba revealed 22 of these crates. As the slide shows, four 


of the aircraft were uncrated and one was partially assembied., These 
30 miles. 
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This slide shows the extent or deployment of surface-to-air raissil<: 


sites in Cuba. We have identified 24 such sites, each with six launchess., 


Of the 24 sites, 22 are believed to be operational with some missiles 
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Sites provide antiaircratt weapons tor most ci the island. 


The siide also shows 3 coastal missile sites, 2 of them now operational, 


with cruise missiles of 35-40 miles range. 
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The inventory of other major Soviet weapons now identified in Cuba 


also includes 
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about 100 MIC jet fighters, οὐ waich 39 are of the advanced 


MiG-el type, andl 
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the Soviets have sent large numbers of military personnel to Cuba. = 
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conservative estimate, based on known snip arrivals, is that several 


thousand Soviet personnel ere now in Cuba. 


SIGNIFICANCE (No Slid 


The firm evidence of what is now goins on makes it clear that the USSR 


is making a major military investment in Cuda with advancec weepon systems. 
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The USSR is rapidly developing Coa into an irnoortant offensive base, ‘vith 
a ballistic missile deployment which is clearly going well beyond a token 


capability.
